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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Amendment filed on March 31, 2005 in response to the Examiner's Final 
Office Action has been reviewed. Claims 2, 9, 15 and 21-26 have been canceled, and claims 1, 3, 
8, 10, 11, 14 and 16 have been amended. 

2. Claims 1, 3-8, 10-14 and 16-20 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3-8, 10-14 and 16-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination registering 
associated shorthand links with URLs in a database, selecting an unused key; and pairing 
said selected key with said URL as a shorthand link as set forth in independent claims 1 and 
14, and associating a shorthand link to each of a plurality files, selecting and associating an 
unused key with each listed file and indexing shorthand links and associated files as set 
forth in independent claim 8. 

Dependent claims 3-7, 10-13 and 16-20 being further limiting to the independent claims 
1, 8 and 14 respectively, definite and enable by the Specification are also allowed. 

The closet prior art. Mills US Patent No. 6,466,940 teaches a system for automatically 
creating databases containing industry, service, product and subject classification data, contact 
data, geographic location data and links to web pages from HTML, XML, or SGML encoded 
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web pages posted on computer networks. The closest prior art fails to anticipate or render 
Applicant's limitations above obvious.
